Hegardihg the ICfS contact to 7-79 and Identity #2, 
we know very little. We know thav "EBBBHARD" and "GUEHTHBR* hare 
expressed their interest in 7-79 *s brother Identity #6, whom they 
bare wanted to meet in East Berlin. We hare further been informed 
that these two MfS case officers hare used the Bast Berlin Tele- 
phone Humber 536007 and that they have allegedly showed 7-79 sur- 
reillanoe photos which they took of 7-79 while the latter was 
shopping at the West Berlin ”Woohem aarkf . In addition, we hare 
been told that both "GBBHTEER” and **BBERHART^*^ere , or still are, 
inrolred with an Bast/West trader named Pa\4^STTOPBAHH C dob 20 
Web 06 ip .Bemsi;^heidT,V^. operates out of Berlin. Lastly,
